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What’s Happening On Campus? 
NEW THEATER CLASSES: Two new theater courses are being offered Spring Term at Clatsop Commu- 


nity College by theater instructor Karen Bain. For those who enjoy Shakespeare and other great works of lit- 
erature, there is TA 123, Period Style Acting. This introductory acting course will give students the opportu- 
nity to learn about the particular skills required in performing Shakespeare, Moliere (Restoration Comedy), 
Greek drama and others. The class will be looking at how to handle verse, bearing, cultural customs (curtsies, 
bows, curses, heroics). For example, the fan in Restoration times had a complex language that could insult, 
beguile and even arrange a secret encounter outside on the balcony. This class will learn to research and ap- 
ply the particular world view of these time periods. Actors and history buffs are welcome in this performing 
class. The class meets Tuesday and Thursday evenings from 6:30—9:30pm at the PAC. A course in Stage 
Makeup (TA277) will teach the actors and makeup artist the particular skills involved in designing and apply- 
ing stage makeup. Students will learn standard, old age, character, and fantasy styles as well as special effects. 
The course will expand the possibilities of illusion for actors as well as serve an introduction to Community 
members interested in getting involved in theater without performing. Halloween will never be the same after 


completing this course. The class meets Monday evenings, starting March 27th, from 6:30— 9:30 at the PAC.

The TEAM OREGON Motorcycle Safety Program is sponsoring a motorcycle safety 
course in Astoria on May 5, 6, 7, 2000. This 16-hour course includes both classroom 


and on-cycle instruction, and will be conducted over a three-day period. 


Motorcycle riders under the age of 21 must successfully complete this course to 
become eligible for a motorcycle endorsement on their Oregon operator’s license. 
Course graduates can have both the written and riding skills tests waived at DMV 


when they apply for endorsement. 


Anyone holding a valid Oregon automobile learner's permit or license is eligible to 
enroll. Enrollment is limited, and pre-registration is required. Motorcycles and 


helmets are provided for student use during the course. Tuition is $65.
